He 
retired, firm in the belief that Smith must 
be a rattling good fellow and was giving 
the old man such a swell time at a course 
dinner with champagne and such trim- 
mings that Chris didn’t have the heart to 
break away. 


In the meantime, while Muckenfuss was 
wondering, C. Von der Ahe, Esq., was chaf- 
ing and perspiring. on an east-bound train 
in charge of Detective Bendel, while R. B. 
Scandaett and Arthur Fording of Pittsburg, 
‘Mr. Nimick’s attorney’s, and the represent- 
ative of a Pittsburg morning paper sat plac- 
od in the seat opposite, puffing choice 
cigars. 


The act of kidnapping was gone through 
with so much haste thet Chris didn’t Have 
time to resist. It was a surprise, so unex- 
pectedly sprung that the Von der Ahe brain 
whirled and refused to grasp the situation. 

As Chris walked up the winding stairs of 
stone in the St. Nicholas vestibule, with his 
mouth fixed for dinner, @ stranger met him 
just outside the front door. In reply to the 
stranger’s first question, Chris admitted 
that he was Chris, and when the stranger 
eaid he had important business with Chris, 
Chris flew into one of the celebrated Chris. 
tantrums, The hotel porter and the liveried 
footman on the sidewalk were attracted by 
Von der Ahe’s violent Gaptosion of wrath. 
They gathered around the irate German 
and the detective. Von der Ahe expostu- 
lated and threatened the detective with the 
direst of fates. He protested that he was 
at the St. Nicholas to have dinner with a 
guest of the hotel, his old friend, Mr. Smith 
of New York. 

At this the hotel porter and the footman 
exhibited nervousness and might have gone 
to Von der Ahe’s asistance had not the de- 
tective sung out: 

“It’s all right, I am Mr. Smith and will 
talk business before we go to dinner.” 

Bendel backed the base ball magnate down 
the stone steps gently, and before Von der 
Ahe was aware of it he was standing on the 
curbstone. A closed carriage was drawn up 
only a few feet distant. It was an ordinary 
hack, drawn up to the curb as if the-driver 
were awaiting a fare, 

“Get in here,” carelessly suggested the 
suave Mr. Bendel. . 

Glad enough to get away from what might 
result in a scene, and never suspecting that 
the carriage was one engaged: by Bendel for 
the occasion, Von der Ahe stepped inside.

Tragic Suicide of Dr. Daus- 
man’s Young Wife. 


A VICTIM OF MELANCHOLIA. 


GOT POISON FROM THE DOCTOR’S 
MEDICINE CLOSET WHILE HE 
WAS OUT OF THE ROOM. 


HUSBAND FOUND HER DYING.

The Amount of Poison She Swallowed 
Would Easily Have Killed 
Thirty-Five Healthy 
ote ‘Men, et 


Death from morphine poisoning was the 
Coroner’s verdict in the case.of the tragic 
suicide of Mrs. Calla Door Dausman, wife 
of Dr. H. 8. Dausman of 1110 Chouteau ave- 
nue. 

The drug was secured from the physician's 
medicine closet during his temporary ab- 
sence from the room. It is estimated that 
400 one-eighth grain tablets were taken. 
A dozen would have proven fatal. 

From the statements of her husband, Mrs. 
Dausman was the victim of acute melan- 
cholia that was rapidly developing into 
more pronounced form of insanity. Last 
summer the unfortunate woman visited 
friends in the country, and it was shortly 
after her home-coming that Dr. Dausman 
first noticed the depression of spirits that 


presages melancholia. His wife never spoke 
to him of misfortune or referred to any 
emotional incident. She always declared 
that her visit was one of the gayest events 
of her life. 

Her domestic relations were most hap 
and none of the different physicians w 
tended her can ascribe any reason 
malady. She was naturally vivecicus, which 
served only to intensify the despondent 
moods that came cver her so frequently the 
last four months. 

The conviction that some domestic dis- 
aster was tmminent could not be shaken, 
and at last, despairing of the efficacy of his 
own skill, Dr. Dausman called in Dr, Louis 
Houck. 

That was four weeks ago. The change of 
treatment seemed to revive the drooping 
spirits of the patient, but the novelty wore 
off in time, and she relapsed into her old 
ways of despondency. Last week Dr. C. R. 
Ray was cosulted, and upon his advice 
Mrs. Dausman was sent to the Baptist 
Sanitarium. 

In 48 hours she begged her husband to 
take her home, which he did. She asked to 
be placed in the St. Mary’s Infirmary, and 
arrangements were being made tocarry out 
this request when she took her life Mon- 
day. 

Dr. Dausman says his wife spent a very 
restless night Sunday, and was very weak 
Monday morning. When she preferred to 
remain on the sofa in his office, while hs 
was at breakfast, he though? nothing of the 
incident. 

In the office 1s the dector’s medicine 
closet, the key to which is kept in hiding. 
While her husband was absent Mrs. Daus- 
man found this key, unlocked the closet 
and seized the poison first at hand. It was 
a four-ounce bottle of tablets, containing 
morphine, astropine and camphor, The des- 
perate woman swallowed the contents, 
locked the set and replaced the key. 

She hadJust regained the sofa when Dr, 
Dausman entered. 

She said she was sleepy. This was welcome 
news ‘to the physician and he darkened the 
room and gave orders that she should not 
be disturbed. He retired to the back par- 
lor. Ten minutes later he had occasion to go 
into the office, and as he passed the sofa 
glanced down into the face of his sleeping 
wife. 


The white skin was turning purple and the 


lips were swollen and discolored, while the 
breathing was in difficult strained gasps. 

In an instant Dr. Dausman divined what 
had happened. Dropping to his knees he 
sought to arouse his unconsclous wife, but 
the poison had deadened every sense. 

Once she opened her eyes, stared vacantly 
in his face, and closed them forever. 

From 8 o’clock in the morning until 9 
Monday night she lay in this stupor, never 
stirring. Her breathing was less difficult 


‘and when the end came the watchers at 


the bedside failed to note ft, so quietly did 
the angel of death claim her. 

Everything that medical skill could do 
was done to save this nfe, but she had 
taken enough poison to kill at least 35 
healthy men and science could not over- 
come the effects of the deadly drug. 

Drs. Hauck, Fry, Mardorf, Neuhoff, Me- 
Candless and Bremer responded to Dr. 
Dausman’s call and remained in his home 
throughout the day. An emetic revealed

No one, except the doctor, had access to 
this chest, and Dr. Dausman believed none 
knew the hiding*place of the key. 

He thinks. now that his wife had been 
contemplating suicide. and had watched 
him while he worked among his medicines. 

Mrs. Dausman, before hér marriage two 
years ago, was Miss Cella M. Dorr, daugh- 
ter of a merchant at Patriot, Ind. - She 
met Dr, Dausman while on a visit to her 
sister, Mrs. W. A. Brasher, 1442 McCaus- 
land avenue. 

The doctor is a son of the late Henry 
Dausman, at one time a member of the 
firm of Liggett & Dausman, tobacco man- 
ufacturers. 

No children were born to Dr. and Mrs. 
Dausman. 

Arrangements for the funeral Thursday 
have not been completed.

‘Whereas, The war between Spain and the 
insurgents of Cuba has continued until all 
christendom is shocked by its barbarities. 
Pretended autonomy has been offered by 
Spain and refused by the Cubans in arms, 
The Spaniards as a war measure, burned 
the homes and drove the women and chii- 
dren (since known as concentradoes) into 
fortified towns, where some of them have 
been starved, others have been murdered 
and women and children have been de- 
bauched and treated beyond the power of 
language to describe. Daughters of insurg- 
ent soldiers have been sold into houses of 
infamy and boys of tender years have been 
shot as spies, under the form of civilized 
war. American citizens have been driven 
into the towns and refused an opportunity 
to work and left to starve, as a part of the 
Spanish war measure, until we were com- 
pelled to take, by appropriating funds of the 
people of the United States, large sums of 
money to feed and rlothe our citizens and 
to return them to our sountry, and now 
has the Spanish war measure of concentra- 
tion continued . so. fam that. «the. coneen- 
tradoes g@ge unfed and starving, naked and 
filthy, in 80 much that disease 
and death is among them and 
has spread into our own country. Hundreds 
of thousands have perished in this way and 
by this means. The unholy work of exter- 
mination goes on, the slaughter of inno- 
cents and non-combatants goes on, the 
flag of truce has been abandoned and ex- 
termination or independence of the insur- 
gents must be the final outcome, The people 
of the United States are sending money, 
food and clothing to Cuba to aid the dying 
Cubans which ought to be furnished by 
Spain, for the reason that the concentra- 
does are the legitimate wards of Spain, 
having been put in their present 
starving condition as a Spanish 
war measure and their care would de- 
volve upon Spain and would so be regarded 
by every civilized nation in the world. Un- 
der the present charity seeking of the ad- 
ministration charitably disposed citizens of 
the United States cannot contribute money, 
medicine, food or clothing to the insurgents 
in the field or hospital and should any at- 
tempt be made to do so, it would be cap- 
tured and prevented by order of the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. All parties 
declared before the last election In favor 
of the independence of Cuba and the Re- 
publican party emphasized its opinion as 
follows: 


“From the hour of achieving their own 
independence the people @f the United States 
have regarded with sympathy the struggles 
of other American people to free themselves 
from European dominaton.

? ZOLA’S BOLD ACCUSATIONS. 


The prosecution of M. Zola is due 
to a scorching letter issued Jan. 1s. 
It was headed “I Accusé,’’ and was 
addressed to M. Faure, President of 
the Republic. In it M. Zola said: 

‘“T accuse Ideutenant-Colonel du 
Paty de Clam of having been the dia- 
bolical worker of a judicial error, 
unconsciously I am ready to believe, 
and of then having defended his ne- 
farious doings for the past three 
years by the most absurd and culpa- 
ble machinations. 

“T accuse Gen. Mercier of being the 
accomplice, at least through weak 
intelligence, in the greatest iniquity 
of the century. 

“T accuse Gen. Billot of having in 
his hands the certain proofs of the 
innocence of Dreyfus, and of having 
suppressed them, thus rendering 
himeelf gulity of treason against hu- 
manity and justice, for a political 
reason and in order to save the com- 
promised staff. 

“IT accuse Gen. de Boisdeffre and 
Gen. Gonse of being the accomplices 
in the same crime. 

‘“T accuse the officers of the war 
ministry of having organized a press 
campaign in order to lead public 
opinion astray. 

“FinalHy, I accuse the first court 
martial of having condemned a man 
on a document kept secret, and I ac- 
cuse the second court martial of 
having covered this illegality by or- 
der, and of committing in its turn 
the judicial crime of knowingly ac- 
quitting a guilty person. 

“Tn bringing forward these accusa- 
tions I know that Iam exposing My- , 
self to the penalties of the press odes ; 
of 1881, but I am voluntarily running 
this risk. I do not know the persons 
whom I accuse, and I bear them no. 
rancor. I ask for light in the name 
of humanity, my protest is the cry of 
my soul, and let anybody that dares 
bring me before an assize court, and 
let the investigation be made in 
broad daylight.”’ 
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PARIS, Feb. 8.—All France is vitally in- 
terested in the Zola trial. The outcome of 
the case may be far-reaching. 

It is now generally admitted that the pow- 
er to which Dreyfus is supposed to have sold 
army secrets is Russia. Germany for a long 
time was thought to be involved and then 
Italy was mentioned. Both these powers, 
however, have emphatically denied that they 
have ever had any transactions with Drey- 
fus. Russia maintains silence and her un- 
communicativeness is believed to amount to 
guilt. '

HORROR OF STREET PREACHING 


Catholics Warned That It Will Be a 
Sin to Participate in Any of 
the Salvation Army 
Mestings. 


Mer. William Walsh, pastor of St. Bridg- 
et’s Church, denounced the Salvation Army 
at the 8 o’clock services Sunday, contrary 
to Archbishop Ka!n, who has heartily ap- 
proved the Salvationists’ work. 

“Some of our parishioners, especially the 
young folks,’’ the Monsignor is reported to 
have said, “attend meetings of this new 
rel'gious organization and openly counten- 
ance the violent heresies preached. The 
result is they gradually fall from the path 
of true Christianity. Listening to stupid 
people attempting to exopnd doctrines of 
which they are absolutely -ignorant is like 
the gullible farmer who falls a prey to the 
sleek talk of a confidence man, 

“I do not wish to be harsh on our Sal- 
vation Army brothers and sisters. They 
may be right on temporal things; certainly 
their intentions are the best. But granting 
this; no Catholic can conscientiously. lend 
assistance to their so-called spiritual devo- 
tions, 

“We have decisive rules governing the 
participation of a Catholic in Protestant 
prayer meetings. It is asin, and a grievous 
one, The Salvation Army is a rebellious 
sect, as well are the Methodists, the 
Baptists or the Presbyterians. In fact 
the hysterical preaching of these people 
on the public street is a blasphemy upon 
our Saviour."’

A diamond robbery, which Chief of De- 
tectives Desmond says was the most im- 
portant in his official experience, was com- 
mitted at the home of W. W. Norton, 4460 
Laclede avenue, Monday night. 

Porch climbers entered the house while 
the family were at supper and stole dia- 
monds and jewelry valued at $7000. 

The stolen articles are the property of 
Mrs. James O. West of New York, who is 
visiting the Norton family. 

She is an aunt of Mr. Norton. With her 
husband, a wealthy capitalist, she lives at 
the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel and is a well- 
known figure in New York society. 

The jewels stolen were collected during 
years of travel in all parts of the world 
and could not be duplicated for many times 
their purchase price. 

They have shone in drawing rooms in 

New York, London and Paris and evoked 
the admiration of connoisseurs and the envy 
of Mrs. West's social peers. 
. Mrs. West and her husband have been 
at the Norton residence two weeks. The 
lady brought with her to St. Louis $30,000 
worth of diamonds. They were all in the 
room to which the porch-climbers effected 
so daring an entrance. 

Mr. West says he will leave no method 
untried to recover the stolen diamonds. De- 
tectives all over the world will be on the 
lookout for the jewels, all of which are 
catalogued and known to dealers in Amer- 
ica and Europe. 

The diamond robbers entered the Norton 
residence shortly before 6 o’clock Monday 
evening. 

The manner of their .entry showed they 
were so certain of a rich haul that they 
were prepared to take great risks, 

The house is a two-story brick, near the 
middle of a row of similar residences on 
the south side of Laclede avenue. 

There is a heavily pillared porch or porti- 
co at the front entrance... 

The apartinent occupied by Mr. and Mrs. 
West is a front room on the west side of 
the house. One of its windows opens di- 
rectly over the slanting roof of the porch. 

Through this window the robbers entered. 

After looting the apartment of the Wests 
they robbed the residence of Herman Uhl, 
at 4430 West Pine boulevard, a block away, 
and got away with valuable jewelry. 

The Nortons dined at 5:30 Monday. Mrs. 
West, who had visited friends during the 
afternoon, returned shortly before time lo 
gO down to dinner. She hurriedly removed ] 
her diamonds and left them in her room. 

Mr. Norton must have been in the t6om 
adjoining Mrs. West’s when the rgbbery 
occurred. a 

An attack of neuralgia forced him to go 
home earlier than usual, and. ke’ retired to 
his room, the front one oy the east side 
of the house. He was tiete during a por-

When Mrs. West left the dinner table she 
went direct to her room. 

She ran downstairs a few minutes later, 
greatly agitated, and announced that her 
diamonds had_ been stolen, 

Her thusband and membefs of the Norton 
family went with her to the room. A 
glance showed it had been ransacked Jew- 
elry cases and ring boxes, all open, were 
scattered around the floor... Drawers of the 
bureau and cabinets were open and some 
of them had been removed. Their contents 
were strewn about the room. 

The window leading to the roof of the 
porch was open, 

Mr. Norton hurried to Wild’s drug store 
at Laclede and Newstead avenues and sent 
a telephone message to Chief Desmond. 

In half an our detectives thronged the 
Norton residence. 

Close investigation showed that both the 
entrance and the exit of the robber ‘had 
been affected by way of the front porch.

$8000, were in ‘the room they ransacked. 

Mr. and Mrs. Uhl were out Monday after- 
noon. They returned home at 6:30. 

Mrs. Uhl told the story of the robbery 
- a Post-Dispatch reporter Tuesday morn- 
ng. 

“As we approached the house,” she said, 
“‘we not.ced a light in the library. It was 
suddenly extinguished, and a minute later 
Wwe saw a light in my room on the second 
floor. This surprised us, as the servants 
never go upstairs when we are out. As 
Mr. Uhl .opened the front door we heard 
the scurrying of feet upstairs, 

“When I went to my room I found the 
window opening on the portico raised. 
Everyth'ng in the room had been disar- 
ranged. Luckily I had locked most of my 
jewelry in my desk. There were marks on 
the desk, showing an atten" had been 
made to open it. If the robbere had not 
been scared away they could have easily 
forced the lock of the desk. Even when 
in street attire I usually wear my diamond 
necklace about my neck under my dress, 
but yesterday I left it in the desk. 

“A tak, og looking man Was about the 
neighborhood Sunday. He was a flashily 
dressed negro, very black. I noticed him 
because he stopped and looked at 
fn a critical way. il 

“The robbers got only ahout $70 worth 
of jewelry ‘here, a diamond pin and a gold 
bracelet which were-on my dresser.’’ 

The pillars of the Uhl residence are white 
and the marks of hands are even more nc- 
ticeable on them than on those of the Nor- 
ton residence.

Mrs. West was still agitated Tuesday and 
would not see reporters,

the jewelry stolen and I am prepared to go 
to any expense to recover: them. I wanted 
to publish the offer of a reward last night, 
but Chief Desmond told me to wait.” 

Among the articles stolen from Mrs. West 
were a number of costly gems purchased 
in Egypt last surmmer. It is said that con- 
noisseurs considered Mrs. West’s collect‘on 
of Egyptian jewelry second only to that 
owned by Sarah Bernhardt. 

Detectives Dotzman, Healy, Badger and 
Frese are at owrk on the case.

W. E. GUYTON/’ SURPRISED 
THEIR BEING SENT TO THE 
HOUSE OF REFUGE. 


Finally Got Work in Memphis, but His 
Wife Said She Was Going 
Her Own Way. 


There are two pretty little brown-haired 
and blue-eyed girls in the House of Refuge 
who ought not to he there and over whose 
detention there is to be a bitter fight be- 
tween their parents. 

According to the husband the heirs of 
Jay GouldLare responsible for the severance 
of his family ties. 

The husband's name is W. E. Guyton, and 
he is a switchman in the railroad yards at 
South Memphis. He lives at 2381 Georgia 
street. Up to the middle of last month 
Guyton, his wife Anna and their daughter 
Margaret, aged 5, and Grace, aged 3 years, 
lived in &t.

He also says that he left St. Louis 
Jan. 14, and on Jan, he wrote his wife 
stating that the next week he would send 
her passes to bring the children and her- 
self to Memphis. 

He told her he was getting good Nore: 
and notwithstanding the Gould blacklist We 
Was assured of his position, and could make 
a comfortable home. 

few days after his letter on their future 
prospects he received a letter from his wife 
stating that she wanted nothing more to do 
with him, and that she had placed the two 
little girls in the House of Refuge. 

The letter of Guyton to the Mayor shows 
Guyton has been well educated and is a man 
of some refinement. He says he is getting 
enough wages to support his children com- 
fortably and is more than anxious to do so. 
He wants the Mayor to tell him how he can 
get them out of the House of Refuge. 

He does not know whether his wife 
means to desert him. He hopes she does 
not for he loves her dearly, but his man- 
hood will not permit him to let his chil- 
dren be brought up as public charges. The 
Mayor directed an answer to be sent to 
Guyton telling him he would look up the 
case, and deal with it as the facts justified. 

Supt. Nolte of the House of Refuge stated 
Tuesday that Mrs. Guyton had not been out 
to see her children since she had lodged 
them there on the order of the Mayor. Mrs. 
Guyton gave her address at 2244 Randolpa 
street and is described as a very prepossess- 
ing young woman,

IN A POSITION TO DO SO. 


FAVOR A HOME YOR INCURABLES, 
BUT NOT AN INSTITUTION 
PROVIDED BY CHARTER.

MEETING OF THOSE INTERESTED 


Admission That the Charity Has Out- 
lived Its Usefulness, but the 
Proposition to Aid the City 
Is Met by Opposition. 


The Mullanphy heirs object to the plan 
which has been proposed of selling the 
property of the Mullanphy Emigrant Relief 
Fund and using the money to build a new 
City Hospital. 

When Bryan Mullanphy died he left his 
share of the estate of his father, John Mul- 
lanphy, to found a charity not provided for 
by the clty or otherwise. The money and 
property left for that purpose amounted to 
between $700,000 and $800,000. In thet day 
there was a great tide of emigration west- 
ward and St. Louis was the gatewey, so this 
charity was founded to send such as were 


without funds to their destination and pro- 
vide for their wants. 

Conditions have now changed. The Eu- 
ropean, on this way to his new home, has 
on ceased to be a familiar object in St. 

ouis. 

Much of the property bequeathed to main- 
tain the fund is in undesirable residence 
districts, and in many instances the fncome 
annually has been smaller than the repair 
bills. Then sbme of this property was sold, 
by order of court, the proceeds reinvested 
and the affairs of the emigrant fund were 
placed in better shape. 

It ‘has long been manifest that the char- 
ity has outlived its usefulness, and it was 
proposed to divert the Mullanphy bequest 
so it could be used for a city hospital. 

To attempt to divert a bequest from 
poses specifically set forth is always diffi- 
cult, sometimes dangerous. Such a diver- 
sion gives those who would have been heirs 
at law good grounds to sue for the recovery 
of the property. A case in point is the 
new City Hall site. It. was bought by the 
city at its actual value at the time of sale, 
but a clause in the deed set forth that it 
was to be used as a public park. This 
clause was inserted by the city, and was 
not made a condition by the vendor. Never- 
theless, the heirs of the vendor brought suit 
to recover, on the ground that the condi- 
tions of the deed had been violated, and the 
city pa'd $20,000 to quiet the title rather than 
run the risk of an adverse decision. 

John Mullanphy left seven daughters and 
one son, Bryan, who inherited his large 
estate. The daughters all married, and 
their descendants, numbering probably two 
or three hundred by this time, are the <ol- 
lateral heirs of Bryan Mullanphy, who died 
a bachelor. ’ 

The heirs met Sunday at the home of Mrs. 
Jane Lindsay, 3836 Lindell boulevard, about 
fifty descendants of John Mullanphy being 
present. Among them were Mrs. Tone Lind- 
say, Mrs. A. B. Thatcher, Mrs. Kate Frost, 
Miss Mary Boyce, ‘Mr. and Mrs. R. Graham 
Frost, Mr. and Mrs. Hirschberg, .Mr. and 
Mrs. John O. F,. Delaney, Mr. and Mrs. 
Mullanphy Cates, Dr. A. p. Thatcher, Miss

Mr. R. Graham Frost outlined tthe plan 
roposed by the city, and it was discussed 
y several of the other heirs. A decision 
was reached on two propositions: 

1. To object to the proposed plan on the 
ground that the city is compelled under the 
charter to wig de a city hospital, 

2. That the heirs are willing and anxious 
to have the fund diverted to a charity, but 
to one not supplied by the city, and they 
would co-operate with the city to divert the 
fund for the endowment of a Home for In- 
curables, 

Dr. Thatcher, in referrin 
taken, said: “John Mullanphy 
established In St. Louis a large proportion of 
its public charities, including the oundling 
Asylum and Widows’ Home, the Boys’ and 
Girls’ vd nya Home, the Mullanphy Hos- 
pital, Mullanphy Emigrant Relief Fund and 
the Convent of the Sacred Heart for the edu- 
cation of respectable girls. We do not now 
propose to let this bequest go for an insti- 
tution which the charter specifically pro- 
vides that the city must maintain. 

“A Home for Incurables is needed. Incur- 
ables are scattered around tn the various in- 
stitutions, Many arein the Poorhouse, drag- 
ging out a miserable existence, and others fn 
and out of the Cjty and Female Hospitals, 
received for a time, then turned out to make 
room for hew patients, when they are not 
fit to be out, admitted again for a term, and 
again turned out, 

“We would be in favor of the property 
being sold and the proceeds invested in 
interest-bearing bonds. It would do away 
with these immense repair bills which have 
s0 Gwindled the original bequest, and a 
definite income would be obtained, which 
could be administered without risk, insur- 
ance, repairs or other expenses incidental 
to present conditions. We would be willing 
to have the bequest diverted to a Home for 
Incurables and administered by a board in 
which no sect should predominate. We 
would have a Catholic member, an Episco- 
palian, a Presbyterian, a Baptist, a Metho- 
dist and in short we would be willing to 
have the trust administered absolutely free 
from sectarian or racial prejudice.”

EMPHATICALLY DENIES THEM. 


CHARGES THAT HE VISITED 
PLACES A CHURCH MEMBER 
SHOULD NOT FREQUENT, 


MADEBY DR.MULHOLLAND’SSON 


Elder Anderson Is Superintendent of 
the Sunday-School and Says 
He Can Establish an 

Alibi 


Lyman R. Mulholland, son of Rev. H. J. 
Mulholland, former pastor of Grace Pres- 
byterian Church, and Henry Morgan, have 
preferred charges in writing to Rev. Dr. 
Shearer, the pastor, affecting the char- 
acter of Mr. Frank H. Anderson, superin- 
tendent of the Sunday-school and elder in 
Grace Church. 

The typewritten charges contain three dis- 
tinct accusations that Elder Anderson was 
seen in company with another person in 
places that a church member should never 
visit. 

A church investigation of the charges 
will probably be made, 

Mr. Anderson denies the charges. 

“Tt all comes about through the part I 
took in the proceedings which ended in Dr. 
Mulholland being deposed ag pastor,” he 
said. “After the new church building at 
Goodfellow and Ridge burned, the insur- 
ance, amounting to $16,000, was paid to the 
pastor. A demand was made for an Ac- 
counting, which was not forthcoming. One 
Sunday he stated from the pulpit that he 
had never been asked for an accounting, 
and that he was ready to render one at 
any time. I contradicted him. He told 
me to sit down, but I stood my ground. 
The matter was taken before the Presby- 
tery and Dr. Mulholland was removed. The 
church then filed suit against Dr. Mulhol- 
land for an accounting of $11,000 and cer- 


tain church property. 

“That suit is still pending in the Circuit 
Court. When deposed from the pastorate of 
Grace Church, r, Mulholland and a few 
of his followers tried to establish a church 
at Theodosia and Goodfellow avenues. The 
church dwindled to a Sunday-school, and 
then died out altogether. 

‘‘The ex-pastor’s son is one of my accus- 
ers, and the other, Hemry Morgan, is a 
man whom I befriended and who turned 
on me with ingratitude, 

‘It is charged that I was at a certain 
place last Saturday night. I do not know 
now that the place named is in existence. 
Saturday morning I received a typewritten 
postal card, ‘signed ostensibly by William 
Randolph, secretary, calling me to a mee®& 
ing of the Board of the Sunday-school 
Union at the Laclede Building at 7:30 that 
night. I left my home, 7 Ridge avenue, 
at 7 p. m. and arrived at the Laclede Build- 
ing at 7:45. I found the offices all dark. I 
walked north on Broadway, stopped at 
Brandt’s shoe store, and went directly 
home, arriving at 8:25. The postal card 
was a forgery. No meeting of the board 
was called, and as I always remain home 
nights, it was evidently a scheme to get 
me down town to lay a slender foundation 
for the charge brought. 

“Another offense charged is at an hour 
and day when it is easily proved that I 
was at my place of business. These men 
claim to have played the spy on my move- 
ments. How much credence can be placed 


on the testimony of men confessedly guilty 


of such work? 

“T have been connected with the Sunday- 
School Union since its organization, 13 
years or more ago, and am now a member 
of the Executive Board; I have been super- 
intendent of the Sunday-school more than 
four years, I have been a member of the 
church more than 20 years and my char- 
acter cannot now be injured by charges 
eae by malice from such a source. 

he names of Lyman R. Mulholland and 
Henry Morgan have been dropped from the 
roll of Grace Church. Not being members 
they cannot prefer charges and they will 
not be considered.”
